In an earlier passage telling of the chris- 
tening of the baby the author throws light 
on Parnell's views on religion thus: 

I told him my 
baby was dying and I must be left alone. He 
had no suspicion of the truth and only stipu- 
lated that the child be baptized at once. I 
had no objection to this. Parnell and I had 


long before agreed it would be safer to have 


the child christened a Catholic and he had 
no feeling at all against the Catholic reli- 
gion, considering, indeed, that for those who 
required a religion it was an admirable one.” 
Regarding the famous Kilmainham treaty 
which led to Parnell's release she adds little 
to what has long been public knowledg@ in 
telling how she influenced Parnell's decision. 
I had never before ventured to influence 
Parnell in any way politically.“ she writes, 
“but now I greatly dreaded for him the 
policy of the extremisis and the perpetual 
strain. of watchfulness and control it en- 
gendered. 
Urged Parnell to Conciliation. 
“So now I threw the whole strength of my 
influence on the side of a treaty of concilia- 
tion and urged upon him the greater good for 
Ireland ‘likely to accrue in the making by 
him of immediate pet ce. I was very anxious 
that he should reign by constitutional means 
and had every hope of establishing such 
amicable communications between him and 
the governinent as would lead to that end. 
But he had this great force now to reckon 
with—the force of centuries of cruelty, 
wrong, and oppressiun that had bred an ir- 
responsibility and callous disregard of suf- 
fering; nay, rather a vindictive madness and 
lust of destruction. In his seeking for a 
weapon to use for the betterment of Eng- 
land’s government of Ireland, Parnell had 
discovered this underlying force of hate, and. 
using the influence of his personality, he 
strove to direct it into the service of the 
Ireland that he loved. But he afterward 
stood appalled at the intensity of passion, of 
hate that he had loosed. 


Won Husband to Peace. 

„No one but he and I with him knew the 
awful strength of that force of destruction 
that was only held in subservience by the 
sheer dominance of his will. He said to my 
pleadings: 

„es, I hold them now with my back to 
the wall. But if I turn to the government, 1 
turn my back to them, and then——’ 

‘*But my great fear for him won his deci- 
sion for peace.“ 

After Parnell was released from Kilmain- 
ham jail he returned to Eltham, and on the 
morning of May 6, 1882, was going to Lon- 
don to meet Michael Davitt, who had been 
released from Portland prison previously. 
Mrs. O’Shea accompanied him to the sta- 
tion and asked him to buy a newspaper. 

“I was watching him,“ she relates, and 
he half turned and smiled at me as he opened 
the paper to glance at the news before he 
brought it to me.

Gazzolo Invalves Tennes. 

Ald. Frank Gazzolo admitted to a reporter 
for THE TRIBUNE that the saloon at 1342 
West Madison street had been the center of 
shifting gambling operations for a long 
period. The alderman told a story with a 
trail that led to the city hall and admitted 
Mont Tennes had taken the gambling inter- 
ests of the establishment under his protec- 
tion some months ago. 

And thus the story goes: 

There has been a faro bank running 
as policy dictated either at the Gazzolo sa- 
loon building or at Johnnie Rogers’ piace at 
May and Madison streets. 

‘Flushed with the success of the bank, 
the backers were preparing to spring a new 
deal for the west side—to open a big place as 
a sort of Madison street casino in the Gaz- 
zolo building or in connection with it. 

“The Tennes gang was ‘ Morganizing’ 
the deal, and certain lesser powers and in- 
terests were to be ‘left out and kept out.’ 
All of which aggrieved the left-outs.“ 
Threats of the gun and bomb were freely 
passed out. 

Bomb No. 2 is likely to drop any time.“ 


No Gambling in Saloon? 

Ald. Gazzolo, however, said: It is ridicu- 
lous to attribute either the fire or the ex- 
plosions to gamblers. 

There had been no gambling in the saloon 
in years, the alderman said. John saw to 
that. He didn’t want to take chances on 
losing his license. 
several doors east, and Iam told things went 
along smoothly enough for a time. 

“It was after I was elected to the city 
council that I talked with my brother and 
asked that he ‘cut out’ the game entirely.

A raid there 
some time ago put a damper on the sport 
for a time, and then John D. Gazzolo was 
confined to his residence by his last illness. 

I never had anything to do with the gam- 
bling end of the business run by John Gaz- 
zolo,“ Albert Tredick said. I was a sort 
of confidential man-—that’s all.“

Colonel Regains Strength 
Lost During Jungle Trip; 
Puts In Busy Day. 


HOLDS COUNCIL OF WAR. 


Discusses Political Outlook in 
Coming Election with His 
Lieutenants. 


Oyster Bay, N. T., May 25.—To all appear- 
ances today, Col. Roosevelt has recovered 
entirely from the effects of his trip into the 
South American jungles. 

Four days at Sagamore Hill have brought 
back his full measure of strength and chased 
away the lines which furrowed his face when 
he returned. He appears to be as fit physi- 
cally as before he went away. 

He found time today to take a long walk 
across country with Mrs. Roosevelt. The 
rest of the day was given to a long council 
of war with a few political associates and to 
work with his stenographer. 


Discuss Political Situation. 

The political outlook in New York and 
Ohio was taken up today. Plans fora vig- 
orous campaign in New York state were 
sketched in bare outline. Much of Col. Roose- 
velt’s time and energies are to be directed 
to the fight in this state, which is expected 
to give one of the severest tests of the 
Strength of the new party. 

Theodore Douglas Robinson, chairman of 
the state committee, and Regis H. Post, 
former governor of Porto Rico, who was one 
of the pioneers in this state in the forma- 
tion of the party, passed several hours at 
Sagamore Hill. 

With them were James R. Garfield of Cleve- 
land, secretary of the interior under Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and Arthur L. Garford of 
Elyria, both prominent in party affairs in 
Ohio. 


No Governorship for Colonel. 

So far as could be learned, the proposal 
that Col. Roosevelt accept the Progressive 
nomination for governor of New York was 
not brought up. Although the former presi- 
dent has been urged by some of his associ- 
ates to consider the proposal, it can be stated 
authoritatively that he can foresee no con- 
tingency in which he would give the matter 
serious thought. 

Col. Roosevelt would say nothing to in- 
dicate that the state ticket had been dis- 
cussed today. It is understood, however; 
that Oscar S. Straus, who was the Progres- 
sive candidate for governor two years ago, 
has been brought forward as a possible can- 
didate this year fgr United States senator. 

For governor several names have been 
mentioned. They include Frederick M. Dav- 
enport, former state senator; William H. 
Hotchkiss, former superintendent of insur- 
ance, and Bainbridge Colby, New York 
lawyer. 


ROOSEVELT ANGERS LANDOR. 

FLORENCE, May 23.—Henry Savage Lan- 
dor, the explorer, said today regarding his 
controversy with Col. Roosevelt about the 
river in Brazil the latter discovered: 

I wish they would elect Roosevelt presi- 
dent of the United States again, so he would 
cease bothering me with his river excursion. 
He has been cabling vicious messages, sey- 
ing he is going toattack me. I wish he would 
and could do it likea man. I see by the latest 
telegrams he now screens himself behind the 
second hand twaddle of Col. Rondon, a col- 
ored gentleman of Brazil. What better evi- 
dence could Roosevelt offer to the world that 
he has no ammunition of his own to fire? 

“All this controversy in any case seems 
very puerile. I’m not going to waste my 
time with such rubbish. Let Roosevelt make 
a definite statement and I will soon deal with 
him in a way which will surprise him and his 
negroid associate.”

Search of the tax books of the district in 
which Peter Bartzen lives failed to disclose 
that the rampageous commissioner had 
paid any personal tax last year. His son, 
Peter Jr., Was assessed in 1913 at the Bartzen 
house, 2426 Foster avenue, for $1,200 and 
wus penalized $600 more for failing to file a 
schedule. The deputy assessor this year esti- 
mates the value of Commissioner Bartzen's 
personal holdings at 81.400. 

Bartzen has made many speeches in the 
county board against taxdodgers.“ He 
has been particularly bitter in his attacks on 
Julius Rosenwald and other men whose as- 
sessments were among the largest last year. 

Inquiries made at the assessors’ office dur- 
ing the day indicated many of the city coun- 
cil members who have not filed schedules are 
preparing to get in before June 1, the final 
day.

HE war between Japan and China meant something 
besides the awakening of China and, the awaken- 
ing of the world to the real power of Japan—it 
first brought the attention of the world to the 

modern military genius of Field Marshal Marquis Oyama. 

Oyama has been termed the oriental Napoleon, the 
Wellington of Japan, and has been compared with Julius 
Cesar and Gen. Grant. When the war with China start- 
ed he was given the command of the second army otf 
invasion, and he ended the war in short order by taking 
the field in person and conducting the campaign that 
resulted in the capture of the two great Chinese strong- 
bolds—Port Arthur and Weihaiwei. Both positions were 
considered impregnable. 

There was nothing about Oyama’s ancestry to give any 
hint that he bad inherited any of thé qualities of a mili- 
tary man, but his whole youth and training were such 
as to develop the essential qualities of a soldier. At 4 
years of age he was separated from his mother and be- 
gan to learn the lessons of hardihood. He was never 
allowed to wince for pain or complain of hunger. He 
Was compelled to go barefoot in the snow in the winter 
to toughen him. In wintry winds he wore the thinnest 
clothes, to keep his skin from being tender. . His days 
Wire spent in the practice of arms and physical exer- 
cise: his nights in studying the bushido, or old Japanese 
code of honor, which taught the samurai that life was 
nothing as compared with the glory of his daimio or 
leader. :

A Man of Peace. 

But let it not be understood that after he grew to 
manhood he possessed vicious, Comineering, or brutal 
traits. On the contrary, we are told, he was of the most 
gentle demeanor. He was keenly alive to the horrors of 
war and at one time he remarked: 

“My idea of happiness is to dispose of everything 
possess that belongs to the practice of arms and to go 
far into the country with big boxes of books to read for 
the rest of my days—books that tell of happiness and 
prozress, and not of the terrible deeds of war.” 

As a conversationalist he was intensely iateresting, 
ssessing a rare quality of humor. 

Oyama never displayed any ambition for political honor 
or military glory. His simplicity was that of the Shinto 
religion, white in body and soul, without a bit of showi- 
ness and vanity. Marquis Oyama said that an umbrella 
mender was as great as the chief of the general staff. 
He could be seen often any morning in Tokio smiling to 
everybody. His appearance was that of joyousness and 
comradeship. The spirit of real democracy prompted all 
his public acts. 

But with all of these advanced human qualities, his 
regard for the traditions of his people is evidenced by a 
terrible incident in his life. When he went to fight with 
the imperial forces against his cousin, Saigo, the rebel, 
he left behind him à beautiful young bride. It was the 
custom in those days—a custom now modified—for a 
Japanese woman, and especially a Japanese noblewoman, 
to keep herself in seclusion. This duty became more 
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imperative during her husband’s absence. She must not 
then, except for the gravest reasons, go abroad. 
a K 
A. Faithless Mies Elimination. 

Many stories came to Oyama on the battlefield that 
his wife was disregardful of the custom of her caste. She 
was bringing disgrace not only upon herself but upon his 
name. She smirched the bushido. Oyama heard the 
stories but did nothing. He was considered a sluggard, 
a Samurai, thus to let his erring wife go unpunished. 
At one time a chance of war brought him near their 
home. It seemed a good opportunity for him to pay it 
a visit. He could leave camp and be back again within 
twenty-four hours. But nothing could move him from his 
duty to the emperor—not even his own disgrace. He 
stayed in camp. 

Finally the war was over, the rebels were crushed, the 
imperial authority was establishec—and then Oyama 
went home. His wife met him at the door in the way 
which from time immemorial faithful Japanese wives have 
met their husbands on their return. She prostrated her- 
self before him on the lintel. The victorious soldier bade 
her rise. Together they entered the house, and from that 
day to this nobody has ever seen or heard of her who 
was Oyama's first wife. 

But that was old Japan. And Oyama, comparatively 
early in his career, became a part of the new Japan— 
not only in publie but in private life. He married again. 
His second wife dressed always in European clothes and 
possessed to the fullest extent the liberties which are 
enjoyed by ‘women in most of the European countries. 
The second Mrs. Oyama was 12 years old when the gov- 
ernment suddenly decided to send twenty-one young girls, 
selected from thousands, to the west to study. After 
eight years in mastering the English tongue, she entered 
Vassar college, from which she graduated in 1882. 
Oyania’s American bred wife and his English taught chil- 
dren were his greatest idol and he placed them high above 
the attainment of renown on the batt! 6004 

Oyamn’s busin ss was war. He studied it in Europe 
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and applied it in the east. To have captured Port 
Arthur, once from China and once from Russia, is a feat 
not likely to be equaled. The mathematical precision with 
which Oyama conducted the operations against China, 
the attention which he had given to the minutest detail, 
the completeness of the preparation, and the gallantry 
with which he took redoubt after redoubt, excited the 
admiration of experts, naval and military. Crossing the 
gulf of Pechili with an army of 30,000 men, he swept 
the Chinese forces out of Weihaiwei with the greatest 
apparent ease, and with the aid of the navy cooped up 
the Chinese fleet within the harbor, where it was quickly 
destroyed or captured. 

Whatever may have: originally been thought of the 
result of the opening warfare between the two great 
empires of the far east, following disturbances in Korea 
in 1894, whither Chinese and Japanese troops were dis- 
patched, leading to the seizure of the Korean government 
by Japan, the result was no longer doubtful after the 
battle of Phyongyang. It was the decisive battle of the 
whole war; for not only did it drive the Chinese from 
Korean territory, but it also proved that they were in no 
one point the equals of the Japanese. Those who thought- 
fully followed the history of the modern development 
of Japan, knew from the outset that there could be but 
one result. But China's millions were numerically 
so superior to the population of the island empire; China's 
resources so immeasurably greater, her credit so vastly 
larger, her territorial possessions so incomparably broader, 
her pretensions so haughtily prouder, that the nations of 


Europe might well have expected to see China crush with | 


ease her pygmy foes: to see, in the contemptuous lan- 
guage of the imperial edict, the generals of the middle 
kingdom succeed in * rooting the wojen from their lairs.”

reverencing the emperor with an ardent fidelity and ador- 
ing love, such as has never been and never can’ be ‘found 
elsewhere. 

Moreover, Japan’s soldiers, though comparatively few 
in number, drilled and as admirably 
equipped ; their officers not money grubbers or place seek- 
ers, but hard working, conscientious men, who sought to 
win and had won the esteem and confidence of those they 
commanded. The Japanese have, finally, an inherent love 
for the battleficld and deem it an honor and glory to die 
for their country—facts which were incontestably prove 
hundreds of times during the course of the war. With 
China defeat meant simply a more complete exposure of 
national weakness and ‘he probability cf her falling, in 
later years, an easy prey to a more warlike nation; with 
Japan defeat would have meant—and will ever mean— 
nothing less than annihilation, for her people will fight 
so long as there is left a man to bold a gun or wield a 
sword—or a woman to handle a halberd. 

Songhwan was the beginning of the end; Phyongyang 
was the real end of the contest. After that, with but 
few exceptions, every battle was a foregone conclusion, 
even when the Japanese were outnumbered by their 
Here, once and for all time, it was 
proved that the rising suo of Japan was superior to the 
five clawed yellow dragon—the latter could scratch and 
snarl, but the rays of that glorious sun might never be 
darkened by his frightful fury.

Guarded by Twenty Forts. 

Port Arthur, “ the Chinese Gibraltar,” was the greatest 
of Chima’s naval stations and was mede as impregnable 
as modern science could contrive. The larger part of its 
defenses was planned by Maj. von Hameken, a German 
expert. No less than twenty great forts guard the place, 
which contains a vast iron foundry and huge docks upon 
which many millions have been expended. 

“Snecess hed ‘invariably followed the arms of Japan. 
Her valiant generals and loyal soldiers lad won repeated 
laurels both on land and sea,” says the author of 
“Heroic Japan.” “The Peiyang squadron, or rather 
what was left of it, had bene driven into Weihai- 
wei and Port Arthur, without hope of escape; the Chinese 
land forces had been pushed across the Korean frontier 
and suffered two signal defeats on Manchurian territory. 
The time hand now come for the Japanese to conquer the 
Liaotung peninsula, and to do this they must take the 
well nigh impregnable fortress of Port Arthur. {t was 
pretty generally believed that no European nation could 
master the place unless aided by at least three score men 
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of war of the most powerful description; and it was con- 
sequently urged that Japan, however valiant, would prove 
unequal to the task.“

The Great Port Arthur Battle. 

The carious brigades of the Japanese army had been 
gathering for this attack, which wis to be the master 
stroke of the war and which was to prove to the military 
men of the western world that the Japanese soldiers were 
the equals of any on earth for dashing, reckless bravery. 

Fighting their way along the northern coast of the 
peninsula they reached the neighborhood of the port on 
the 20th of November, 1894, and it was decided to begin 
the attack on the following morning. With the rising of 
the moon on that silent morning the Japanese mude their 
way forward for the storming of the hitherto impregnable 
fortresses, and as the day broke the field aad siege guns 
flame and with their thunderous cannonade 
roused the enemy from their sleep. 

A tremendous fire was poured into the western fort on 
Etseshan, which soon was carried at the bayonet' point. 
At 7 o'clock the second fort was carried by storm, and 
by 8 o’clock the three forts on this hill were in the hands 
of the Japanese. 

Meanwhile Maj. Gen. Nogi was driving the Chinese 
pell mell from Fongchiatung towards Ahkautse, the fleet 
steaming towards the west coast cut off retrent in that 
direction, and the northern exit being similarly rendered 
impossible the Chinese, in utmost confusion, concealed 
themselves on Laotishan hill on the extreme end of the 
peninsula. 

About 11 o’clock the powder magazine in the forts on 
Songshushan was hit and exploded and. the forts were 
at once silenced. With an immense amount of labor 
mountain guns were brought forward and turned on the 
forts on Erhlungshan and Kikwangshan and by midday 
the seven great forts on these hills surrendered. 

The inland forts thus being captured, Field Marshal 
Oyama’ led the attack on the coast forts. Charging 
straight ahead under fire that would have stopped most 
of the armies of the world the Japs carried these forts 
one after another. 

A hand to band encounter was fought in the town, the 
fort on the high hill of Hwangkinshan was stormed, and 
by 4 o’clock the bands on the parade grounds inside the 
town were playing the grandly impressive national anthem 
of Japan. 

The next day the Japanese troops . * attack 
the remaining forts, but found them deserted. The 
Chinese Had decamped with the last man. More thaa 
twenty of the great forts on the Port Arthur peninéula 
had thus been conquered in a single day, and the Sun 
Flag waved. proudly over the well won field. 

A treaty of peace, which included the payment of heavy 
indemnity by China, the cession of Formosa, the inde- 
pendence of Korea, and other concessions, was sigoed 
April 16, 1895.

I had come down the river 
with a load of lumber, and on getting back 
in town I got hold of a New York newspaper. 
In it I read of the battle of Bull Run. Com- 
ing up on Main street I found all the boys 
were talking about it. There were chirteen 
of us in the gang and they all said they would 
go if I would. That night we all took our 
sweethearts for a buggy ride and then had 
refreshments at Miss Duffy’s ice cream par- 
lor. We boys—~—merchants’ and farmers’ 
sons, not a one of us over 20—were all comb- 
ing our hair like Gen. McCleHan. Gad, those 
girls! I can see them now in their crinolines, 
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Left Chums in “ the Wilderness.” 

“Well, it was along about this time of the 
year—early in May— that we boys who had 
chummed together up in New York state 
were pressing through the woods in the bat- 
tle of the Wilderness. The trees were so 
thick that we couldn’t see into them thirty 
feet. The commander of our division was 
to blame. He let himself be outflanked. All 
at once I heard firing behind us and 1 knew 
we had gone too far. I hadn’t any more than 
looked around than I heard a ‘ Johnny’ say: 

Put that gun up, Yank. Put it up or. 
I'll blow h—1l out of you!’ 

“The fellows who had cornered us were 
boys just like ourselves except that they had 
on butternut uniforms. Why, when we rode 
with them on top of box cars, on the way to 
Andersonville, I had a knife they wanted. 
They could have taken it away from me, but 
they insisted on giving me $800 in confed- 
erute greenbacks for it. Afterward I gave 
the $800 for a watermelon, and we ate it— 
red, white, green, and all. 

Course we didn’t know we were going 
to a plece like Andersonville when those 
‘Johnnies’ told us to hold up our hands, 
but there were a dozen »i them to our one 
and we didn’t argue. They took us back of 
their lines that night anc corralled us on a 
beautiful meadow and we slept fine. I was 
wearing a sombrero that my brother had sent 
me from a Fifth avenue shop, and one of the 
guards came up und grabbed it. It made me 
so mad that I told him I could lick him, but 
he just laughed. I had to go bareheaded 
until the next day, when I picked an old cav- 
alry cap out of the ditch. Wore that cap 
all through Andersonville with the sun beat- 
ing down. You know what Andersonville 
was. 

I' never forget that little curly headed 
Ninian Fox. Saw him lying in the bushes 
there in the Wilderness. Looked as if he'd 
just laid down to go to sleep until I turned 
him over and saw the place in his forehead 
where the bullet had gone through. All I 
could do for him was to take his trinkets—a 
picture, a testament, and a few other little 
things—and see that they were sent back 
home. Wan't many of my chums left to get 
to Andersonville, and three of .hem that did 
get there never came out.”

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N a small town in Mexico recently a Mexi- 

can told a Chicago drummer: “O, yes. 

We can whip the United States easily, 

but Texas! Gracia Dios! I do not 
know.“ This is not so ridiculous as it might 
at first eppear. To the Mexican the Texas 
fighting man is the Texas ranger, and to him 
the Texas ranger is a man of iron and mys- 
tery. He is implacable. Let a Mexican kill 
one of the rangers—as in the San Bonito am- 
buscade—and never more may that Mexican 
feel safe north of the Rio Grande. Until ke 
is brought to justice—either before the judge 
in a court of law or before an automatic 
revolver in the desert—the whole body of 
rangers will be on his trail. 

And on the trail the ranger is as relent- 
less as the bloodhound—and more efficient. 
John R. Hughes, even before he became a 
ranger—when merely 2 tenderfoot rancher in 
1884—trailed a band of horse thieves for many 
months across what G. W. Ogden calls “a 
tense, raw country that wears into the nerves.” 

When Hughes caught up with the bandits 
but three remained. One was scouting in the 
bush, a second—at the end of the fight—made 
a wild rush for safer country: the third stayed 
there—on the spot where he fell.

Antonio Carrasco, forty years a smuggler 
and cattle thief, in the public mind accused 
of the murder of several revenue men, with 
seventeen bandits in 1910 faced two rangers 
who were encamped across the international 
boundary line. One of the rangers set off to 
follow the trail of some smuggled cattle—be- 
ing successful as usual—while the other alone 
faced the murderous cattle thieves. But Car- 
rasco did not try to cross into Texas. 
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How Hughes Caught a Bad Man. 


In 1894 Capt. Hughes was on the trail of 
a Mexican bad man, Victor Ochoa by name. 
Ochoa was reported to bave killed a number 
of men, and not always treacherously. He 
had tried to start a revolution, had been 
forced to seek safety in Texas, had continued 
his plots, and bad been complained of in Wash- 
ington by Diaz; had, strolled into a Texas 
town one morning, killed a Mexican editor 
and strolled out again, and had announced 
that Hughes would not take him alive. 

The two met one bright day in the streets 
of Fort Stockton, and the bystanders took to 
zonvenient doorways and other shelter. With 
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his hand on his gun Ochoa advanced, but 
Hughes made no hostile move. When they 
were face to face the Mexican drew back es 
if to shoot. Still the ranger did not draw his 
weapon. Calmly he stepped up to the “ gun 
fighter,” placed his hand on his shoulder, and 
said: “TI want you, Victor.” “All right, 
sefior,” said the bad man.

T this time of the year, when we are telling 
A stories of our brave soldier boys, I thought you 

children would like to hear a story of a brave 

woman who, as a nurse, fought many battles 
with death. This brave woman was Clara Barton, called 
the “Guardian Angel,” for wherever she went she al- 
ways was helping others. When she was a girl only 
11 years old her eldest brother fell from a_ building 
and was so seriously injured that for two years he was 
a helpless invalid. Little Clara gave up her play and 
spent her time in amusing and waiting upon him, and 


she was such a patient little nurse that her brother pre- 
ferred her services to those of any grown people in the 
family. 

This ability to understand and help others grew with 
her, and we hear many stories told of ler self-sacrifice 
and service. 

At the time of the civil war Clara Barton was work- 
ing in the patent office in Washington, and at once felt 
that her place was at the bedside of the wounded sol- 
diers. At first she went about in the hospitals in Wash- 
imeton, but soon she desired to go to the front. Won- 
dering how the soldiers would rec eive her, she asked 
her father if he thought it would be wise for her to go 
to the battlefield. Go, by all means,” he answered, 
‘if you feel it is your duty to go. I know what sol- 
diers are and that every true soldier will respect you 
and your errand.” 


* * 
So Clara Barton went to the front and worked on 


the field of battle. She was fearless and cared nothing 
for danger. One time the soldiers urged her to leave 
because there was soon to be a bombardment, but the 
brave woman replied: ‘ No, indeed; if you dan face 
danger, why should I fear it? Where the heaviest fight- 
ing takes place, there I shall be needed the most.” 

Just before the battle of Fredericksburg a wounded 
confederate officer was brought to her and she took 
care of him as though she were his mother or sister, 
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and she won his heart as she had the hearts of her 
boys in blue.“ Later, when a request came to her to 
go into the city, her“ boy in gray” looked at her and 
begged her piteously not to go into the danger. I must 
go; it's my duty,” she answered. O, dear lady,” he 
you have been so good to me, so very kind! 
You could not save my life, but you have helped me to 
meet death. I owe it to you to tell you something which 
a few hours ago I would have died sooner than have 
told. Every street and lane of the city is covered bv 
our cannon. Not a regiment will be allowed to escape. 
Do not put yourself into needless danger, for you will go 
to certain death.” 

Miss Barton stayed with him until he went to his

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last sleep; then she hurried to her post and remained 
with her troops all through that terrible battle. Though 
the men fell by thousands, she stayed with them until 
the order came for retreat and the last wounded soldier 
crossed tue river

She was not only the soldiers’ nurse but she was 
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their friend and adviser as well, and the men would ac- 
cept her just decision and abide by it, and many men 
hlessed her for helping them choose between the right 
and the wrong. One day after a battle some of her 
boys brought her as a present a very expensive carpet.

“No, no!” answered Miss Barton, “We sometimes 
say governments confiscate, but soldiers steal when they 
take things. You boys take that carpet right hack to 
the house from which you took it.

At last, when the war was over, Miss Barton spent 
some time hunting for the missing soldiers, marking 
their graves, and sending back messages and letters to 
their loved ones at home. Later her health broke down 
from her long years of labor and she went to Europe 
for a complete change and rest. While there she be- 
came much interested in the work of the Red Cross as. 
sociation. The object of this society was to take care 
of all the people on a battlefield and to make neutral 
all hospital supplies and attendants. Wherever the 
white flag with its red cross is seen, that place is to he 
sacred and no gun can be fired in that direction. Al] 
nations that enter into this treaty promise to take care 
of the wounded, whether friend or foe. 


* * 
Miss Barton at once sympathized with this organiza- 


tion, for she had always helped every one. When the 
war broke out between France and Germany she en- 
listed in the service of the Red Cross, and later, when 
she returned to America, she persuaded the United 
States to join the European nations in signing this 
treaty which would benefit all humanity. 

When the organization was formed Miss Barton was 
at once chosen its head, and showed that the Red Cross 
society was to be useful in peace as well as in war. 
When the Charleston earthquake occurred Miss Barton 
and the Red Cross were the first to respond, and wher- 
ever there was trouble and calls for help, like the 
Johnstown flood and the Galveston disaster, there at 
once headquarters were established and relief given to 
all in distress. And so it is today; whenever the cal! 
comes, the American Red Cross society is ready to give 
immediate aid. 

At the time of the Spanish-American war Miss Barten 
was nearly 70 years old, but she went with the troops 
to Cuba. Many people tried to persuade her that

proper place. Then with deep breathing 
through your nose you will not run much 
risk of injury from housework.

Do not bend af 
the waist. But bend fifty times a day if you 
can.

We have the Wilsons’ ways instead—the 
ways of five separate adult entities, not an- 
tagonistic the one to the others—though in 
gome respects they are what Mary E. 
Wilkins once called ‘the waysiest ways,’ 
but each strongly individual.” Which re- 
mains as true today as it was a gear ago, 
even though two of those “ five separate 
adult entities ” have changed their names to 
Sayre and McAdoo. 

With the single exception of Eleanor Wil- 
gon, now Mrs. McAdoo, the White House 
family has gone in more for sociology than 
gociety. The administration functions, 
regarded critically from the viewpoint of 
the smart set, are distinctly dowdy. One 
ig reminded of the story they used to tell of 
a former mistress of the White House being 
quoted to Mrs. Stuyvesant Fish as having 
eaid she could dress on $300 a year, to which 
Mrs. Fish responded with gentle indifference, 
“ She looks it!“ and turned to other more in- 
teresting matters.

The administration is not smart“ and is 
glad of it. There are so many things more 
important to the White House family. It is 
noticeable that Mrs. Wilson's personal 
friends are not of “smart” society. They 
are not even chosen from among the official 
eet, with whom she is necessarily thrown. 
Even with the women of the cabinet her rela- 
tions are merely those of official courtesy. 
There is not one of them who would claim 
anything like intimacy with the White House 
In fact, looking back on a year of the Wilson 
régime, in its social aspect, one realizes that 
the relations of the White House family with 
Washington society have been of the most 
superficial sort. 

Mrs. Archibald Hopkins has been filippantly 
alluded to as the first lady’s boon companion, 
with the explanation that it is she who 
chaperons most of her slumming sprees. 
Now, Mrs. Hopkins occup'!es a position all 
her own in Washington society. She is not 
the sort of woman to be ignored, but she is 
quite so seriously bent on uplift work to be 
“smart.” She combines the blood of the 
Fverette of Massachusetts with that of the 
Virginia Wises and the qualities which go 
with each. Along with that heritage of 
brains and breeding came, in her case, also 
wealth. 

For years Mrs. Hopkins has been a leader tn 
every movement of social progress in Wash- 
Ington—the Consumers’ league, the Civic 
federation, woman's welfare work in all its 
branches. Housing has been one of her 
pet problems. 80 it was perfectly natural 


that when in response to the urging of 


mutual friends she called on the new mistreas 
of the White House the two should have at 
once come together. Housing has also

In somewhat the same way Mrs. Ernest 
Bicknell, wife of the director of the Red 


Crosa, has achieved something like personal 
relations with Mrs. Wilson. Chicagvans will 
remember the Bicknelis well, as Mr. Bick- 
nell was for years the head of the Associated 
Charit.es in Chicago. Mrs. Bicknell, who 
was a Miss Vawter of Kentucky, is enougha 
southerner to be quite at home in what ises- 


sentially a southern city, in spite of its ac- 


quired cosmopolitanism. She has naturally 
been interesved in all lines of social work and 
has met Mrs. Wilson and won her friendship 
on the ground of their common interest in 
their less fortunate neighbors. 

To some extent this is equaily true of Mra, 
James Pilling, who as secritary of the Civic 
federation here hase been in the way to meet 
Mra, Wilson on the ground of mutual inter- 
ests. Mrs. Pilling, however, has not been 
well and has had her sister, Mra.

The same is equally true of the only re 
maining Miss Wilseen. She is not in the least 
interested in emart steiety. The dipiomaue 
corps, to which Washington society owes 
its characteristio flavor, apparently rather 


bores her. She in not enamored of its iittle - 


pomps and ceremonies, she does not speak 
ite language, or amy language but kingian, 
unless, indeed, it be in singing. Some of 
ite uttle foibies hit ber keen sense of humor 
and she laugas when she is amused, right out 
loud. Which is not diplomatic,

There bas been a good deal of comment 
and question during ine last fortnight aa to 
whether Miss Margaret Wilaen was reuiiy 
going to forsake Washington and go out to 
Wisconsin to edit the new Social Center 
magazine. No one who knows her believes 
that she will do anything of the sort. So- 
Cial centers are ber particular lune in uplift 
work. The use of scheoois as social centers 
is ber hobby—that and the development ol 
playgrounds. During the present session 
of congress, largely because i was known 
that the women wf the White House were 
interested, steps have actually been taken 
toward the wiping out of Washington s 
shuins, and playgrounds and social centers 
have attracted umwonted attention. 

It is quite on the becks that Miss Wilson 
will be a “contributing editor" to the new 
magazine. It is understood that she wili 
probably go out to Wisconsin—which has 
originated more reforms and uplifts and 
movements than any other state in the union 
—and join in the councils which will precede 
its launching. Her sister, now Mrs. Sayre, 
was, before their father’s inauguration, in 
charge of a department in one of the leading 
women's magazines. She was featured, 
however, not as daughter of the president- 
elect, but as nationals secretary of the Y.

No one has as yet dis- 
covered in her any more serious hobby than 
the newest dances. She ts admittedly crazy 
about them. So here is quite a different 
“adult entity” to be reckoned with in es- 
timating the Wilsons’ ways. She has the 
makings of a really brilliant social cam- 
paigner, and all Washington is hoping she 
will he one. :

A Book About Modern Women 


and the ‘Patriarchal Marriage.’ 
By Robert Herrick. 


HE Greek poet Euripides, it seems, was a first rate femi- 
nist. In his Medea occur these lines, which express 
much of what the modern woman in revolt feels: 


“Of all things upon earth that breathe and grow 
A herb most bruised is woman. We must pay 
Our store of gold hoarded for that one day 

To buy us some man’s love, and lo! they bring 
A master of our flesh. There comes the sting 

Of the whole shame, and then the jeopardy 

For good or ill, what shall that master be? 
Home never taught her that—how best to guide 
Toward peace this thing that sleepeth at her side, 
And she, who laboring long shall find some way 
Whereby her lord may bear with her, nor fray 
His yoke too fiercely, bleased is the breath 

That woman draws! Else let her pray for death. 
Her lord, if he be wearied of her face 

Within doors, gets him forth; some merrier place 
Will ease bis heart, but she waits on, her whole 
Vision enchained on a single soul. 

Sooner would I stand 

Three times to face their battles, shield in hand, 
Than bear one child!“ 


I am not sure that the modern woman “ waits on, her wholé 
vision enchained on a single soul.” That might once have been. 
bat today she is much more likely to sally from her unhappy, 
home, like her “lord,” to her club or bridge party or shopping. 
And the home, thus abandoned by both, is no happier. ; 

This very modern woman described by Buripides is a result, 
according to Mre. O. Gasquoine Hartley, of what ahe calls the 
petriarchal marriage.” Her recent book, “The Truth About 
Woman,” is largely devoted to showing biologically and anthro- 
pologically how modern women have evolved into this pernicious 
system, Mrs. Hartley maintains, I do not know with what scien- 
une accuracy, that in all primitive societies the mother rule” 
type of sex relation prevailed, much to the advantage of women 
and their offspring. In some way they wers forced to abandon this 
independent position, the purchase of wives was introduced in 
one form or another, and the dependent state of women under the 
“ patriarchate” became the custom of all civilized societies. And 
it is from the tyranny and abuse of this man made” system of 
marriage and family government that women tuday are revolting. 
Mrs. Hartley looks forward to a return with modifications to the 
“ mother rule” system, or rather perhaps to an ideal amalgame- 
tion of the two types with a far greater independence of women 
in marriage and in the state than at present.

The weight test, made by placing the blocks 
in line, the heaviest at the base of the line 
and the lightest at the head, is supposed to 
be a sense test, but it is in reality a test of 
discrimination and judgment. It ia ene of 
the tests that, medically speaking, ia of 
diagnostic value. Mise Campbell makes a 
test of a person's visual memory pan: that 
ig, their power to retain a visual image long 
enough to reproduce it. She aleo makes a 
report on their auditory image span, or their 
ability to retain an auditery image long 
enough to reproduce it; thus a child of 8 
should be able to reproduce a number of five 
figures, and a child of 10 years one of aix 
figures. 

Misa Campbell says that while the work of 
determining the number of subnormale is 
invaluable, the work of identification should 
be done in the public and parochial element- 
ary schools. “ The schools should he used as 
a clearing house for the detection of minor 
and major subnormalities that may eventuale 
ly lead to criminal and immoral careers. 
There is a great group in the public schools 
which cannot maintain the same standarde 
im intellectual studies that the normal child 
does. There should be a modified curriculum 
to suit their needs. They might be taught to 
advantage certain trades and handicrafts by 
which they might be made self-supporting 
in later years. This great group need not 
be graded as gubnermal children; they need 
not be isolated in epecial classes, 

They should be placed in occupation clasees 
where these different groups may be under 
one roof trained by expert teachers, each an 
expert in her line. 

It is probable thet if they were so taught 

they might be saved morally, if not mental- 
ly, and from the standpeint of economics 
the state would be saved thousands of dol- 
lars.

They have 
a piston displacement of 338 cubit inches. 
They are remarkably fast—faster, in fact, 
than any car previously turned out by the 
company, notwithstanding they are smalier 
than those which Goux and Zucarrelli drove 
here last year. They have a whel base 106 
inches in length, which is thought to be 
nearly perfect for the Indianapolis speed- 
way. 

Both cars have been campaigned a good 
deal, but have been maintained in perfect 
condition. The French practice of renewing 
wearing parts after every contest prevents 
the cars getting in bad shape like the Fiats, 
which Hewlett has campaigned to death ou 
the Pacific coast. 

Duray’s car is one of the babies of the 
race. The motor develops ninety-two horse 
power at 2,800 revolutions per minute. The 
piston displacement is 188 cubicinches. The 
car is extremely light. It has a low gaso- 
line consumption, and it is believed it will 
stand tire wear better than the two larger 
machines ef the same make.

The Bugatti is the creation of Ettore Bu- 
gatti, said to be one of the most clever au- 
tomobile engineers of Europe. The machine 
that was sent from the factory at Monheim 
in Alsace Lorraine for the Indianapolis race 
has a four cylinder monbloc motor of 100 by 
180 millimeters, bore and stroke [(3.9x7.1 
inches), having a piston displacement of 
845.08 cubic inches. It has the same general 
design as the standard Bugatti cars, with 
twelve overhead valves, operated by an in- 
closed valve gear. By the use of exceedingly 
fine and tough materials the weight of the

The Mercedes-Peugeot is a Franco-German 
combination made necessary by the entry 
of three Peugeots in the race before Mr. 
Schroeder could enter the Peugeot. Mul- 
ford, the driver, thought of the plan of shift- 
ing the Peugeot motor into the Mercedes 
chassis. Thie plan hes been carried out, and 
it remains to be seen with what results. Ac- 
cording to Ralph De Palma, Who knows the 
car like a book, the Mercedes is a better 
chassis than the Peugeot for the Indianapolis 
track. He belleves the scheme will work out 
well and that his old foe will be a worthy con- 
tender in his hybrid creation. The motor is 
the same that carried Goux to victory last 
rear. .

The Gardener at Work. 
EEDS are the natural enemies ef 


‘flowers and vegetables. Eve's let-

Common Mistakes 
Made on Typewriter. 


HAr is your favorite mistake on a 
typewriter? Nearly every one who 
has used a machine for some time 
finde that he or she makes a mis- 

take on some one word or number of words 
and that the mistake generally is made in 
the same way. For instance, hte is one 
of the commonest mistakes for the-“ eht ” 
ig somewhat ‘more rere; ahve for have,

tions of.the first letter are common. Some 
stenographers make their mistakes on the 
second and third letters’ tkae for take, 
“gril’’ for girl, and similar ones are ot this 
type. 

Often the mistakes consist of changing the 
‘position of the vowels in a word, Qne may 
be in the habit of making some of the fol- 
lowing mistakes: Luxuruous” for luxuri- , 

ous, “ necissety for necessity, “ customes ™ 
for costumes. Other mistakes are more rare | 
but even harder to explain. . A number of

No ore of these mistakes is a case of mis- 
spelling.

uare Deal for Inventors 


By H. Ward Leonard 


An Engineer Who Has Figured Largely in the 
Industrial Development of the World 


T is a common impression among those who are not familiar with 
the origin and development of patent systems that the United 
States Patent Office exists in order to reward meritorious inven- 
tors. This is an open question. There is no reason why inven- 
tors should have any exceptional privileges and they never have 
had. But they merit a square deal, insofar as invention is the 
principal factor in efficiency of production. and is largely respon- 
sible for the manufacturing supremacy of the United States. Hence the 
important question arises: what is the best method of stimulating the 
creation of the most valuable inventions and ensuring prompt disclosure? 

If, as frequently asserted, a corporation, by employing men of inven- 
tive minds and furnishing them the best equipped laboratories, libraries 
and assistants, can produce inventions of greater value than can be pro- 
duced by independent inventors, then the logical thing to do is to abolish 
the patent system. But if it is a fact that the great inventions have always 
been made by independent inventors, then the logical thing to do is to 
adopt as the platform of patent reform ‘‘Back to the Constitution,” and 
see to it that a patent gives to the inventor the reasonable security in an 
exclusive right which the Constitution intended he should have. 

The practical question is how can a patentee be given reasonable pro- 
tection, when, for example, his 


is invalid the wealthy infringer can go back to the origin of historic 
records, and drag the inventor all over the world to meet the paid-for 
testimony of false witnesses. 

But as to the question of infringement of the claims it is different. The 
real patent pirate is undoubtedly infringing the claims of the patent. In 
fact it is customary in such cases for the pirate to stipulate the fact that he 
is infringing the claims when the suit is first started. He merely asserts 
that the government erred in granting the patent and would not have 
done so had the Patent Office known its business. 

To meet such cases of unquestionable and deliberate infringement of 
a patent which the Patent Office has said is valid and the infringer says 
is invalid, a bill has been introduced in Congress by Chairman Oldfield, 
of the Patent Committee. This bill provides that whenever the patentee 
has established to the satisfaction of the court that the claims granted 
by the Patent Office are infringed and the patentee has made a motion 
for a royalty payment in the way provided for in the bill, the court shall 
order that, pending the determination of the question of validity by the 
court, the infringer shall pay a royalty of five per cent upon every infring- 
ing article he sells until he has established to the satisfaction of the court 
that the Patent Office was wrong in issuing his patent to him.

tion, in which such members join 
forces to furnish the money, in- 
fluence and legal talent needed to 
make the inventor accept the terms 
offered by their one representative. 
Or when his patent is deliberately 
appropriated by members of an 
association whose members tax 
themselves to ‘‘protect them- 
selves” against any inventor who 
tries to assert his patent rights 
against any of their members. Or 
when a large manufacturing com- 
pany, which after combining num- 
erous companies and thereby se- 
curing the protection due to several 
thousand patents in one field of 
industry, infringes scores of pat-

NDER such a modification of 
the Patent Laws, the average 
inventor could probably cope single 
handed with the largest and most 
powerful Association or Chamber 
of Commerce or equivalent com- 
bination. And in fact the un- 
conscionable infringement of pat- 
ents would probably cease because 
this five per cent royalty would 
enable the inventor to pay for his 
legal fight and hence such legal 
fights would seldom start. A 
capitalist would dare once more to 
invest money in a good patent.
